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Didsbury supports airport independence 

• But town not planning to dump ownership

Conjecture that the Town of 
Didsbury might sell their half 
share interest in the Olds-Dids¬ 
bury Airport back to Olds was 
dismissed by Evan Parliament 
last Friday from his offic e. 

'We're committed to see this 
thing through," Parliament 
said, adding that independent 
operation was also a goal. 

We re also discussing the 
possibility of (instituting) an 
airport authority; we're work 
ing toward that." 

The proposed airport au¬ 
thority would allow for opera¬ 
tion "at an arm’s length", Par¬ 
liament said. 

Currently the town is both 
owner and operator as joint 
title holder with the Town of 
Olds. 

While Didsbury would con¬ 
tinue to be a legal joint owner, 
Parliament likened the- pro¬ 
posed airport authority op 
eration arrangement t o that ol 
golf course management where 
the operators are not subsi¬ 
dized by the town, but are re¬ 
sponsible for their own upkeep 
costs and entitled to keep all 
earnings. 

Parliament also said that 
items under discussion at the 
Nov. 23 Airport Commission 
meeting included insurance re¬ 
quirements suiting the' airport ’s 
operational needs and legal 
matters to do with the lawsuit 
recently launched by the Ca¬ 
nadian Skydive Centre*. 


"There was an update on the 
lawsuit,” Parliament said, "But 
really, that's before the courts 
and there's not much there I 


can comment on.” 

Parliament did say that Glen 
Scott of Brownlee Fryett, legal 
counsel for the Town of Dids 


bury, has been instructed to 
ask for security of costs. This 
would mean that should the 
lawsuit be dismissed, court 


costs would be picked up by 
the skydive company.

Health funding break gives space

The announcement of a $53 
million break in health care 
budget cuts will give Didsbury's 
regional health authority some 
breathing space. 

R11A #5 administrator Jim 
Ramsbot tom said an estimat ed 
$750,000 which won’t be taken 
from the region's budget next 
year will give the be >ard a c hanc e 
to evaluate its cuts and ensure 
they really arc maximizing efii 
cieney. "When you arc con¬ 
tinually jumping through 
hoops, you can't look where 
you've been,'' Ramsbottom 
said. 

Both Ramshottoiuand Dids 
bury board representative 
Wayne layden agreed the 
break in funding cuts was over¬ 
due. 


"1 think this was something 
that should have happened a 
long time ago," layden said. 

Alberta Health Minister 
Shirley MeLellan announced 
last week that the province 
decided to give back $93 mil¬ 
lion in planned fundingcuts in 
next year’s budget. An addi 
ttonal $40 million was already 
slated tobc pumped intocom- 
munity based services, leaving 
a net gain of $53 million for 
health care providers in the 
province. 

But while Ramsbottom said 
the break is a welcome one, the 
region is still planning to go 
ahead with local budget cuts 
outlined in their three year 
business plan. 

"Right now we plan to con 
tinue with the budget we have 
in place," he said. "We had 
already planned to find an ad 


ditional $750,000 to come out 
of the system to ensure the 
programs we designated as 
necessary were funded. Now 
we don't need to pull that out 
somewhere else." 

Ramsbottom said he hoped 
t he break would make staff feel 
more comfortable k nowing they 
won't need to find that extra 
cash.

College Green owners request town intervention

College Green homeowners, 
made up mostly of seniors, has 
asked town eouncil to help 
them address problems with 
trespassing, taxes and by-law 
enforcement. 

A delegation of the home- 
owners, led by Don 
McGimpsey, spoke to town 
council at their meeting last 


Tuesday. 

The group brought several 
concerns to council, including 
those over property taxes. 

“We feel property taxes are 
extremely high considering the 
small amount of land for each 
(home) and the amount of 
maintenance we do for the 
town." McGimpsey told coun¬ 
cil . "Each owner pays $ 130 for 
fees per month for mainte¬ 
nance." 


McGimpsey also said home 
owners wanted the town to do 
something about the amount 
of trespassing occurring on 
College Green property. I le said 
seniors had been subjected to 
foul language, vandalism and 
rude gestures. RCMl’havebeen 
notified McGimpsey said, but 
were unable to act because 
most seniors were reluctant to 
report the problems. 

“We feel it’s the town's re¬ 


sponsibility to provide secu¬ 
rity and privacy for its rest 
dents,” he said. 

Regarding the concerns, 
McGimpsey said the homeown 
ers’ association would like to 
meet with the town to find a 
solution to the problems. 

Town council did not re¬ 
spond to the concerns at the 
meeting but said they would 
set up a meeting. 


Winter impaired driving campaign 
begins in Alberta

Alberta Justice, municipal 
police services and the ROMP 
have announced the beginning 
of Alberta's annual winter Im¬ 
paired Driving campaign. The 
campaign’s objective is to pro¬ 
mote public awareness of the 
dangers of impaired driving and 
reduce the risk of death or 
injury. 

Thirteen-thousand im¬ 
paired driving charges were laid 
in Alberta during 1994. Dur 
ing December, January and 
February 1994 there were 14 
fatal and 243 injury collisions 
involving alcohol on Alberta’s 
roads. Ninety-one drivers of 
vehicles involved in fatal colli¬ 
sions during that year were 
considered alcohol-impaired. 

The winter Impaired Driv¬ 
ing campaign will include a 
number of joint CheckStops 
on the boundaries of adjoining 
police jurisdictions.

"It’s been a terrible week," 
Ralph Klein sighed last Thurs- 
day anti it would he lair to say 
Klein appeared to be on the 
ropes for much of the week. 

Most of the trouble was cre¬ 
ated by a souped up washing 
machine, a kind of Maytag on 
steroids. 

"I don't know that much 
about it," said the premier, 
"but apparently it's some kind 
of a tunnel that sucks the laun 

dry..." 

That’s the machine an Ed¬ 
monton company is using to 
get the Calgary Regional 1 lealth 
Authority's business. When the 


Authority announced plans to 
contract out it's dirty laundry 
to that Edmonton company, 
120 laundry workers walked 
out...and stayed out, even 
when the Labour Relations 
Board ordered them back to 
work. They were the first and 
they had Ralph Klein's sym 
pathy, having been one of the 
first unions to agree to wage 
rollbacks. But Ralph wasn’t 
offering anything but sympa¬ 
thy and that wasn't enough. 
One by one, other unions got 
on board. 

"It certainly has escalated, 
there's no doubt about it," 
said Klein, and the next day, 
there was an "all-encompass¬ 
ing" announcement: a deci¬ 
sion to cancel next year’s ad 
ditional cuts to the Regional 
Health Authorities. 

Oddly, the plan did nothing 
about the strike, even as it 
was gathering momentum and 
in fact, the premier went out 
of his way to insist that it had 
nothing to do with the strike, 
suggesting instead that RI LA's 
are coping with "hiccups and 
blips" and don't need any im¬ 
mediate help. 

The next day, though, Klein 
had another surprise for re¬ 
porters about the bitter bat tle 
to take a $ 100 million chunk 
out of the money that goes to 
doctors. 


"The cuts have come to an 
end. They have. It's come to an 
end, ” he declared, announcing 
that henceforth, doctors would 
only be asked to help find ways 
to find waste: elsewhere in the 
system. 

It’s a battle that’s been rag¬ 
ing between the government 
and the Alberta Medical Asso¬ 
ciation for more than a year. 
Within the last few weeks alone, 
the AMA has sent out informa 
tion outlining possible Job ac¬ 
tion and telling doctors how to 
opt out of the system entirely. 
The government softened a bit 
last week, when Klein sug¬ 
gested that some of the 100 
million might come from else 
where, hut reporters were as 
tonished to hear him now say¬ 
ing the target was gone, fin 
ished, over. 

"St> you’re no longer trying 
to get 100 million out of the 
doctors," asked one reporter, 
eyebrows raised. 

"No," answered the premier. 

Klein was asked several 
times to clarify the point...and 
several times, he did. But ten 
minutes later, a spokesman 
for the Premier's Office told 
reporters that Klein had been 
mistaken and that the 100 
million dollar target was alive 
and well.

He blinked, there’s not doubt about it, but it would 
be nice if the government could be a little more honest 
about it. 

The reprieve in health care cuts announced last 
week was a good step in the right direction, a chance 
for the professionals in the industry to take a step 
back and calculate the effects of the draconian meas¬ 
ure they have taken to meet budget ruts over the past 
two years. But did it come as a planned move by the 
Alberta’s Minister of Health or was it a reaction to the 
negative publicity surrounding the strike in Calgary 
and the doctors' campaign? 

Klein and Shirley McLellan want us to believe these 
events have nothing to do with the decision to keep a 
planned $53 million in budget cuts in Alberta health 
authority pocket s. Planned since last April they claim. 
But they have to think Alberta tax payers are pretty 
stupid if they think we are going to be convinced of 
that. 

First, lets look at timing. Planned since last April, 
yet the announcement came just as a strike by 
laundry workers at the Calgary Regional Health 
Authority was gaining momentum and other health 
care professionals were joining the fray and the 
public was shown as sympathetic. It came just after 
Alberta doctors announced a publicity campaign 
against the cuts in health care, a campaign many 
doctors were willing to go to the mat for as they debate 
their future under the Alberta health care system. 

Planned? Sure Ralph, we believe you, just like we 
believe you gave the profit from your Multicorp stocks 
to charity out of the goodness of your heart and not 
from the heat of being caught with your pants down. 

But all in all, there is no shame in Ralph’s blink. 
Perhaps it could have come earlier, but now that it is 
here, it is an excellent chance for this government to 
either show that its deficit cutting plan is working or 
not . While it may be necessary to cut the excess in the 
Alberta budget, it is not healthy to continue without 
a check up. Health care Is too important an issue, and 
perhaps Ralph's Achilles Heel, to let It continue 
unchecked. 

Let’s hope he can blink soon in education.

Responding to inaccuracies 


Dear Editor: 

Recently, Terry Hanson, a 
member of the Advisory Board 
of the Canadian Wheat Board, 
sent a letter to newspapers 
across the prairies raising sev 
eral questions about the Prat 
rie Centre and about one of our 
publications entitled "An Act 
of War". I le also makes several 
statements about the lYairie 
Centre that are completely 
false. 

Please allow me to reply: 

The Prairie Centre is a non¬ 
profit member organization 
headquartered in Regina. Our 
purpose is to promote greater 
freedom for the individual and 
to carry out an educational 
role with respect to wealth crea¬ 
tion and responsible social 
policy. We currently have over 
11,000 members. 

CWB advisor I lanson refers 
at length to the Prairie Agrieul 
tural Digest, a newsletter that 
is published by our organiza¬ 
tion. He claims information in 
this publication is "inaccurate" 
and suggests farmers would 
question its authors. If he read 
it, he'd discover that the arti 
cles and commentary in the 
particular issue he takes ex¬ 
ception to are from four 
sources. 

The first source is Mitchell 
Sharp. Many will remember 
Mr. Sharp as a prominent, cabi- 
net minister throughout the 
era of the Trudeau government. 
He is especially well-remem¬ 
bered as Canada’s former Min 
ister of External Affairs. What 
Mr. Hanson may not know is 
that Mr. Sharp was a senior 


official in the Department of 
Finance during World War II 
and was intimately acquainted 
and involved in the process 
that led to the establishment of 
the CWB monopoly. With the 
permission of the publisher of 
Mr. Sharp’s memoirs, the Prai¬ 
rie Centre reprinted Mr. Sharp's 
first-hand account of how the 
Wheat Board monopoly came 
to be in the booklet "An Act of 
War”. 

The second source of infor¬ 
mation is the excellent book by 
Winnipeg author Allan Levine 
entitled, 'The Exchange, 100 
years ofTrading Grain in Win¬ 
nipeg' . The book was published 
several years ago and contains 
the historic record of how the 
pressures of a world at war led 
to the monopoly of the Cana¬ 
dian Wheat Board in 1943. 

Thirdly, the Prairie Centre 
printed almost the entire dual 
marketing Wheat Board Act as 
it was originally passed in July 
of 1935. The source of this 
material is in any government 
library or major library in cit¬ 
ies such as Winnipeg. 

Lastly, I personally wrote a 
couple of articles based on 
newspaper clippings that were 
obtained from the archives ol 
the Regina I’ublic Library. So 
that farmers can see for them 
selves how the wartime need 
forc heap bread brought about 
the CWB monopoly, the book¬ 
let Mr. Hanson takes excep¬ 
tion to contains actual repro¬ 
ductions of these newspaper 
articles. The articles each ap¬ 
peared in major Canadian 
newspapers du ring Sept ember 


of 1943. The fourth source ot 
information then was the Ar 
chives Department of the 
Regina Public Library. 

Mr. I lanson states that alter 
"close investigation (he) finds 
(the Prairie Centre) is the new 
name of the Taxpayers Asso 
ciation or Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation or the National Cen¬ 
tre for the Taxpayer, Inc. Their 
newslet ter has now become the 
I Yairie Agricult ural Digest ." We 
would be most curious to know 
just where Mr. I lanson did his 
"closer investigating". Il hehad 
pushed a few buttons on a 
phone he could have called our 
office and gotten his facts 
straight. 

Contrary to what Mr. 
Hanson authoritatively states, 
the Prairie Centre is not now, 
nor has it ever been affiliated 
or associat ed with the newslet ¬ 
ter of the Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation. And, again con¬ 
trary to what Mr. Hanson 
states, the Prairie Centre has 
never been associated or affili¬ 
ated with the Canadian Tax¬ 
payers Federation. How 
Hanson arrived at such a con¬ 
clusion and where he did his 
"investigating" is a wonder to 
us. 

We find it unfortunate that 
apersoninMr. Hanson'sposi 
tion of influence is as ill-in¬ 
formed and thoughtless as he 
appears to be. This is truly 
regrettable.

The AM A is the most pow 
erful of the health care lobby 
groups and right now, it holds 
the aces. The association 
knows that with the threat of 
more wildcat strikes, the gov¬ 
ernment can't afford to see the 
doctors lend their support to 
such a rebellion. It also knows 
that two weeks from now, the 
quarterly update will show that 
the government is swimming 
in black ink. 

But if the government de¬ 
cided to abandon it’s fight to 
take money from doctors, it 
might want to sit on that infor¬ 
mation for a while. The head of 
the United Nurses Assenta¬ 


tion was fit to be tied last week, 
with word that the docs might 
escape some of that cut. If the 
wealthiest of the health care 
groups was to be handed a get- 
out-of jail-free card while $7 
an hour laundry workers are- 
losing their jobs, nurses, laun 
dry we>rkers and every erne else 
in the system would blow a 
gasket and the side-walks out- 
side hospitals would be thick 
with placards. 

There is, of course, no way 
of knowing. The AMA isn’t 
about to spill the beans, if 
indeed there is such a deal. 
And Ralph Klein isn't about to 
buy himself another week like 
the last one, if he can help it. 
But there’s more to come.

Royal blue fades to black

A frosty, fog-enshrouded 
night was the back drop for the 
final meeting of Branch ft 106 
of the Didsbury Royal Cana¬ 
dian Legion Nov. 23 at the 5 0 
Club. 

Legion officers and members 
sorted through paper work in 
preparation for repeal of char¬ 
ters dating back more than 
half a century. 

President Bill Jepps said 
that 1995, the anniversary of 
the end of hostilities, was felt 
to be a fitting date to terminat e 
the charter. 

"It's kind of a nostalgic time, ” 
said Legion member Amos 
Wilkins. "There comes a time 
when you have to do what has 
to be done.” 

Wilkins commended com¬ 
rades both present and past 
for a job well done saying that 
like war itself, the work of the 
Didsbury Legion "should never 
be forgotten, but you have to 
put it behind you." 

An aging membership with 
declining numbers put the 
work of the Legion in the hands 
of an ever dwindlingwork force, 
causing the decision to dis¬ 
band the charter which regis¬ 
tered 39 members on their fi¬ 
nal night together. 

There were some misty eyes 
on the auxiliary side as the 
ladies endeavored to prepare 
final submissions destined for 
provincial command. 

"I sure hate to see it, but we 
had no choice,” Hazel Milne 
said. 

A history of the branch pre¬ 
pared by Joyce Mullen out¬ 
lined the community minded 


base of the group. 

"Our Legion d<x-s not publi¬ 
cize their benevolent work for 
those in need," Mullen wrote. 
This branch has supported 
national drives such as the 
Springhill Mine Disaster Fund, 
and the Winnipeg Flood Relief, 
as well as local projects for the 
C.N.I.B., Salvation Army and 
of course, the Polio Fund. Do¬ 
nations were made to the Dids¬ 
bury Swimming Pool and the 
equivalent of furnishing a nxim 
was given to the new Health 
Care Centre to be used as they 
saw fit. They administer the 
Sid Summers Memorial Fund 
which provides trophies for 
youth-oriented sports, the 
Handicapped Riding Associa¬ 
tion and built a gazebo at the 
nursing home for the pleasure 
of residents. As well, they do¬ 
nated to the school patrol, Air 
Cadets, Christmas Hamper 
Fund and have authorized 
$500 to the Lions Club for their 
Reiber Park and Handi bus 
projects. In addition they spon¬ 
sor a yearly afternoon of enter¬ 
tainment and a dinner at the 
Sid Wilkins farm for the veter¬ 
ans from the Colonel Belcher 
Hospital." 

Mullen also mentioned the 
Legion's long standing spon¬ 
sorship of the 1st Didsbury 
Scout Group; inl986 they cel¬ 
ebrated 50 years as a sponsor¬ 
ing body.

With Christinas soon ap¬ 
proaching, toys will probably 
be at the top of children’s wish 
lists. Good toys help c hildren 
develop co-ordination and 
learn important physical, in 
tellectual and social skills. Just 
as important, they provide 
many hours of enjoyment. 
However, finding the right toy 
is a challenge. Alberta Con¬ 
sumer and Corporate Affairs 
provides the following infor¬ 
mation. 

What makes a good toy? 

Suitability: Choose a toy that 
is appropriate for the child's 
stage of development. Ideally, 
a toy should challenge his 
skills, engage his interests and 
stimulate his imagination. 

Safety: Children can be se¬ 
riously injured by unsafe toys. 
Before you buy a toy, inspect it 
carefully. If the toy is pack¬ 
aged, insist on seeing a dem¬ 
onstration model. Avoid these 
hazards: 

* Toys with sharp edges or 
points. 

* Toys small enough to be 
swallowed or inhaled or which 
have small parts which may 
break off. 

* Toys that make sounds so 
loud they may cause ear dam¬ 
age. 

* Toys made ofbri ttle plastic 
which may shatter and break 
into sharp pieces. 

* Toys that pinch or trap 
fingers. 

* Toys with cords, string or 
tape long enough to wrap 
around a child's neck and 
cause strangulation. 

Play Value: Consider the 
"Play value" of the toy. For ex¬ 
ample, an expensive toy that is 
played with every day and pro¬ 
vides many learning experi¬ 
ences has greater play value 
than an inexpensive toy dis¬ 
carded alter two uses. Don't 
make the mistake of equating 
play value with price. "Basic " 
toys such as plain wooden 
blocks, balls or measuring cups 
can provide hours of imagina¬ 
tive play. 

Durability: Good toys are 
designed to withstand wear and 
tear. Look for toys that are 
well-constructed and made 
from sturdy materials. Con¬ 
tinue the same safety aware¬ 
ness at home that you applied 
in choosing a toy: 

* Remove and discard plas¬ 
tic pac kaging before giving a 
toy to young children. 

* Examine toys regularly for 
safety. 

* Repair damaged toys im 
mediately. Discard those* which 
can’t be repaired. 

* Don’t store toys in boxes 
with heavy lids. They may slam 
closed on your children. 

* Ensure that older chil¬ 
dren's toys do not present a 
hazard to younger children. 
These include toys with pro 
jectiles, such as darts; toys 
with toxic substances, such as 
chemistry sets; toys with small 
parts that could be swallowed, 
such as miniature construc¬ 
tion sets and doll accessories.

Henri Nouwen tells the story 
of a young fugitive who, while 
trying to hide himself from the 
enemy, entered a small village.

Overcome with adeep sadness, 
he remained in his room. That 
night an angel came to him 
and asked, "What have you 
done’?"' He said, "1 handed over 
the fugitive to the enemy.'' Then 
(he angel said: "Bui don't you 
know that you have handed 
over (he Messiah?" "1 low could 
I know?" the minister replied 
anxiously. Then the angel said: 
"If, instead of reading your Bi¬ 
ble, you had visited this young 
man just once and looked into 
his eyes, you would have 
known." 

In these pre-Christmas days, 
our work and home and social 
schedules are filled with ac¬ 
tivities and responsibilities.

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Christmas Carol a timeless fairy tale

A Christmas Carol is the 
recounting of a journey which 
Ebenezer Scrooge takes in the 
darkness of his own soul. 
Guided by the Ghosts of Christ 
mas Past, Present and Future, 
he revisits moments of his life 
then glimpses of its inevitable 
conclusion. But it is not inevi¬ 
table! Scrooge is given the op 
portunity to change the end 
ing. Not to rewrite the events 
which led him to become the 
tight fisted miser he is, hut to 
learn from those events and 
alter the conclusion. And 
Scrooge does learn. Waking up 
to a bright Christmas morn 
ing, the reformed miser sends 
the Cratchits a gigantic turkey 
for their Christmas dinner. But 
this is only the beginning for 
Scrooge for he has learned to 
live each day with generosity 
and joy. 

A Christmas Carol has been 
called the one great myth in 
modem literature. The first oi 
Charles Dickens' Christmas 
books, A Christmas Carol is 
built on, incorporates, draws 
from and combines fairy tale 
elements. A central character 
who displays false values is 
forced through a series of ex¬ 
traordinary events to see his 
errors. As in fairy tale stories, 
the moral is strongly reinforced 
at the conclusion. Scrooge rep 
resents every man who has 
hardened his heart, lost his 
ability to feel. We identity with 
Scrooge and feel relief at his 
conversion knowing that we 
can change our lives and 


to those around us. 

When Dic kens published A 
Christmas Carol on December 
19, 1843, he invented a new 
genre - the Christmas book. By 
remarkable coincidence I lenry 
Cole, a fellow Londoner, was 
inventing the Christmas card 
at the same time. All of Eng 
land was particularly open to 
the glorification of Christmas 
around this time. The Christ 
mas tree, Christmas crackers 
and Father Christmas (Santa 
Claus) were among the tradi 
tions being established. Crit¬ 
ics predicted that this story 
would be read and enjoyed "a 
hundred years hence." For 
many of us, AChristmas Carol 
remains to this day, one of the 
great traditions of Christmas.
